@ America” was written by the 
Rev. Samuel Francis Smith in 1832, 
and it was first sung in Boston on the 
Fourth of July of that year.

*“‘God Save the King.” This tune is 
in use in nearly every country, and 
it has been ascribed to Handel. The 
writer of the words still lives in 
Massachusetts, and he says he wrote 
the song at a sitting. He is now 
76 years old, and he graduated at 
Harvard in the same class with 
Oliver Wendell Homes. 

John. Howard Payne’s ‘‘Home, 
Sweet Home” was written for an 
opera, and he never got anything for 
it but his tombstone in Oak Hill 
Cemete It was first sungin the 
Covent Garden Theatre, at London, 
and made a big hit.
